Clydo G. Bruhm of Boston, 
who 


nude the sensational escape from.tho 
:lty prison at Boston on Tuesday 
evening and 
subsequently 
escaped 


rom Salem In tho fast sailing yacht 
Savage with Harry Wlngato, Thursday! 
afternoon made an eqqually sensation- 
il escape from tho police officers at 
Kittery, and Thursdaay night they 
were hiding in tho woods ncnr tho 
York line. A posse was argumented 
at midnight by Inspector Shields and 
two officer-, from Boston who arriv- 
ed here on the 11.38 train nnd Imme- 
diately took an automobile from this 
city for tho scene of the' chase,-being 
met at the depot by Deputy Sheriff 
Frank Ciarksou of Kitfery. 


The yacht Kavagc1 and the tender, a 


red cunoo, are now tied up at Kit- 
tcry Point, the yacht containing n lot 
of loot, supposed to he a part of the 
goods that Bruhm got In his several 
breaks about Boston and Salem. 


The local police, while they have 


been Interested in tho case, did not 
think that Bruhm could possibly got 
as far cast ns this place, so that they 
have not been keeping much of n 
lookout. They were surprised, when 
shortly niter two o'clock Thursday 
afternoon a incsRatigo was received 
from the prison ship Southcry at the 
navy yard, lhat a strange yacht was 
anchored off the back channel of tho 
navy yard which fitted the description 
of tho yucht In which the men es- 
caped from Boston. The yacht had a 
red canoe for a tender and two men 
on board who had gone ashore at Kit- 
tery. 


Deputy Chief Hurley, Officers Shan- 


non and West Immediately went to 
Kittery by electric car, and to pre- 
vent the bnait getting away by the 
way of the harbor. Deputy Uurlcy 
and Officers Shannon went to Kittery 
Point and sccural tho assistance of 
Deputy Sheriff 
Frank 
Clarkson of 


York County, as Kittery is in Maine. 
Ofllccr West dropped off the car In 
Kittery and he is detailed to watch 
flic shore near where the boat was 
anchored. 


Securing a motor boat the officers 


came from Kittery Point by water 
through what is known 
H,<> the back 


channel, or Crooked Lauo, a fitreaam 
that makes up between the uavy yart 
and the Kittery shore from the liar 
hor. 


The motor boat with the officers 


had just rounded tho point when the> 
came upon the canoe 
with Bruhn 


and \Vingate, it is supposed, coming 
down the stream, Briihm sitting In 
the bow of the canoe and Wingate 
rowing. 


As soon as the occupants of the ca 


noe sighted the motor boat they be 
-came suspicious nnd veered off, ant 
Deputy Hurley a,t once gave orders 
for the man running the motor boa 
to swing about and follow the canoe 
The tide was running up strong am 
the motor boat captain mado a hat 
mess of tho turn and went wide, am 
by tho time he had got stralghlenei 
out. Bruhm ind his companion li 
the canoe, who ~°re paddling for al 
they wore worth, l'~'l 
got a 
gooi 


start, and they headed 'Mr cano 
for Brown's Point and ran 'I.. ashor 
and without wailing to pull it im I'v 
.dashed ashore 'and started thtougl 
the garden 
of Mr. Frank Brown

they simply"quickened efforts, and a 
they stepped ashro the officer open

Officer West, who was on tho shor,o 


further up tho stream, started after 
the men, and as soon as( tho motoi 
boat struck the 
point -the 
officers 


umped out and joined In the chase, 


Bruhm was armed with a revolver 


vhlch he was seen to ho loading as 
ho canoo made for tho shore, but 
hoy met with no resistance and ho 
ild not flro a allot. They dashed out 
hrougU tho front yard of the Brown 
muse and across the road, taking a 
Ittle lane leading;up to a-coltago of ' 
George Vauglmn. At the head of:the 
. 


nnc they Jumped a stone wall and.- 
•an across a field to tho tracks of the 
York Harbor and. Beach railroad, and 
;ro5«ing"that took to''thb thin growth 
of timber beyond. 


The officers were but a few hundred 


ynds boljlnd, and finding that they 
were closely pursued, they continued 
through the woods across the :open 
lasturo land. The .officers/knowing 
hnt Spruce Creek made up' beyond 
where the men were running, spread 
out, 
confident that 
they 
had 
them 


rapped, hut again 
the 
luck that 


seems to have followed Bruhm stood 
ilm In good stead. As they mounted 
the ridge which had hid the water 
'rom their view, they were seen to 
lesltate and* the officers gulckened 
.heir pace witli their revolvers ready 
'or use. It was only for a second did 
the fugitives hesitate at the top of 
the ridge, the next instant they dis- 
appeared down the side. 


Along tho miles of undeveloped 


water front and almost barren land, 
there was not a house or a landing 
In sight, oilier than directly in their 
iiath, where two small l:oats hauled 
Lip on the beach. R wns a lucky fiiwl, : 
for they did nol lose a second in pi;sh- 
ng off one of Ihe boats nnd making 
lure that the second boat did not have 
any oars or row locks, 
I hey started 


across Spruce Creek for the wood on 
the other side, a distance of "from a 
quarter of a mile to a half a milo. 


When the officers, who had watch- 


fully approached the ridge, afraid of 


ambush, caught sight of the es- 


caping prisoners they were almost a- 
cross the creek and well out of reach 
of their guns. Bruhm and his com- 
panion did not let up until they had 
driven the bow of the boat high and 
dry ton the) beach, and faking out 
te oars they ran up into the woods. 


Here they were seen to stop and 


wipe their faces as though thorough- 
ly winded. Both men, as 
far as 


could he made out from tho opposite 
shore, wore almost: all in from their 
long run and row. They had, how- 
ever, put a distance between them- 
selves and the officers that gave them 
an awful advantage. To get around 
to where they were across the creek* 
would mean a walk of at least five 
miles, for there is no bridge on the 
York Post road. The two men could 
be plainly seen to be watching tlie 
officers in their fruitless search for 
a boal or soino means of .crossing the 
creek, but they soon disappeared in 
the woods. 


It is'a. thinly settled section of the 


country and tho officers had to_ retrace 
stops to Kltlery, almost a mile, hack, 
before they could get a telephone., 
Then all of the surrounding towns 
were notified of the escape of the men 
and a description given. 


To prevent, any attempt to double 


back- r« their tracks and get to their . 
boat, Deputy Clarkson,had Ihe motor 
boat tow the '-"tit Savage to Kittery 
Point, where It Is under guard with'
